S.O. 76(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (3) of article 77 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Government of India (Allocation of 
Business) Rules. 1961, namely :— 


. EXTRAORDINARY Tart U—Sec. 3(ii)i 


1. (i) These rules may be called the Government 
of India (Allocation of Business) (One hundred and 
eighty first Amendment) Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force at once.

(2) In the Second Schedule— 

(i) under the heading “MINISTRY OF

(VIGYAN AUR PRAUDY OGIKl 
MANTRALAYA) ”— 

(a) under the sub-heading “A. DEPART¬ 
MENT OF SCIENCE AND TECH¬ 
NOLOGY (VIGYAN AUR PRAUD- 
YOGIKl VIBHAG)”, entry 14 shall 
be omitted; 

(b) after the sub-heading “B. DEPART¬
